Editor Deaf-Mutes' Journal,: 

—We are much obliged to the 

editor of the DEAF-MUTES' JOUR- 
NAL for taking up the cudgels in 
our defense against the disgruntled 
remarks of Mr. Win. Wade, o! 
mont, Pa., to whom our legal vic- 
tory seems to be a bitter pill The 
editor's calm refutation presents 
such a sharp contrast to Mr, 
Wade's vehement, Molding lone ; 
for abuse makes error a fault and 
truth discourtesy. 

There are, however, so many 

misstatements- in Mr. Wade's letter, 

that none but those who were in 

OOUrt and look an active part, in the 

dings could refute without 

fear of contradiction, and as one .,r 
these, I shall undertake to show up 
our carping critic's errors both of 
fact and judgment. 

Mr. Wade says he protests in the 
interests of the deaf Who author- 
ized him to speak for them? We 
knew that he was Interested in the 

blind, bul we were not aware t hat it 
gave him any right to dictate to I In- 
deaf, and we decline to recognise 
his authority. 

Mr. Wade is apparently wrought 

up because we mads most of the 

fight against the assumption that 
" normal children" suffered by be- 
ing brought up by deaf unites, as 
that was presclsely what our ojion- 
dam friend, Itev. Mr. Searing, testi- 
fied to in court. 

Mr. Wade says that the report of 
the trial showed clearly that the al 
leged bad temper and character of 
the father were the causes of action, 
anil that the deafness was merely 
brought in to help the case along 
The contrary Is true. The deafness 
was the main point of the prosecu- 
tion, as was clearly evident from the 
reports here and elsewhere. 
It Overshadowed all other points, 

and if the ease had gone against Mr. 

Shaw, the one effect would have 
been to confirm the public, doubt- 
less including Mr. Wade himself, 

in the opinion that deaf-mutes had 
do legal right to their children, like 
paupers and Incompetent persons. J 

All other points would have 1 rsjrj 

lost sight of, and the results would 
have been most disastrous to the 
deaf all over the world. Officers of

Thn Uitlih-n Rule 



"All thiugs whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to you, do ye 
even so lo them." 

The Golden Rule may be said to 
have existed always, and to be a 
part of all religions. Sixteen 
hundred years before the birth of 
Jesus, there ran an Egyptian vale 
to the dead: "lie sought for others 
the good he desired tor himself. 
Lei him pass on." 

A century later than this — thirty- 
four hundred years away from the 
present — when the Hindu Kingdoms 
were being established along the 
Ganges, it was written : "'The true 
rule in business is to guard and do 
by the things of others as they do by 
their own." 

The Greeks in 1070 B.C., came 
yet nearer the wording of Jesus, 
with: " Do not that to thy neigh- 
bor which thee would take ill from 
him." 

The books and scrolls of the He- 
braic law taught (be truth. In a 
time stained parchment, believed to 
have been Inscribed first some 

twenty -five hundred years ago, is to 
be read : " Whatsoever you do not 
wish your neighbor to do to you do 
not that to him." And to strength- 
en this, the teachers of 600 B 0., 
added immediately : " This is 1he 
whole law The rest is mere ex- 
position of it 

Confucius in 551 B.C , advised : 
"What you would not wish done to 
yourself do not unto others " 

At the fiist Buddhistic Council, 
held at Rojagriha in 477 B.C., the 
scribes almost duplicated the advice 
of Egypt's priests, writing: "One 
should seek for others the happiness 
one desires for oneself." 

A OentUry and B half before 
Christ the law of Rome once more 
repeated the theme: "The law 
imprinted on the hearts of all men 
is to love the members of society as 

themselvi 

It is practically certain that no 
land which has at any tine 
claim to a more or less true form of 
civilization has omitted some phras- 
ing of this basic ethical teaching 
its moral or civil philosophy. 
When Alexander of Macedon 
marched into Persia in 
•lid he not find there before him the 
most usual of all these closely paral- 
leled formula 

" Do as you would be done by," 
ran the Joroastrain precept. 

Finally, Mohammed gave \ 
oilier expression to it, for the 1 
instructs: " Let none of you treat 
his brother in a way he himself 
would dislike to be treat.

to the fate Rer. Thomas (billuudet, 
D.D., by the erection of u Parish 
Building for Ht. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 

is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, aud is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the Street to permit, the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
Of religious an J nodal life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped (lining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work bo now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church jh lined wholly for 
the deaf UUtC*. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front aud twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
HtorioH in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
If, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous ni.iminiPTit 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
